In thne[_ Jcase , the plaintiff*s theory under Count T'is that 
the United States should be liable under the Federal Tort Claims Act (28 USC 
26'14) for invasion of privacy and trespass committed by Agents acting in behali 
of the government. To enter suit under this act, it is necessary for the plaintifí 
to allege circumstances sufficient to show that the United States, if a private 
person, would be liable under the laws of the state where the action arose. Then, 
to bring suit in the Federal District Court, the plaintiff must show jurisdiction 
under 28 USC 1346 (b) by alleging the:acts complained of were committed by 
employees while acting within the scope of their office or employment as Agents 
-Of the FBI. The admission that the Agents were acting within the scope or office 
of their employment, relates solely to the question of jurisdiction of the Federal 
court and does not admit liability on the substantive complaint. 


The government has admitted the fact of the installation and use of 
the microphone, apparently because of prior admissions: in other cases but denies 
any damage resulted to the plaintiff. Moreover, the government says that the statute 
-of limitations (two years from date tort claim accrues, 28 USC 2401 (b)) bars 





“a recovery in this case except for the period June 9, 1965, through July 12, 1965. 


This significantly reduces:the potential damage claim because instead of a whole 
year of surveillance, the maximum period for which damages could be claimed is 
33 days, 


In summary, the government's position under Count 1 is that the 


plaintiff is entitled-to sue and the Federal District Court has jurisdiction for the 


suit but the government is not liable for damages under the facts alleged, 


e Count Il charges the Agents as individuals with liability under | 


42 USC 1985, one of the Federal Civil Rights Statutes. The: government has filed
